HELMET REPEAL 


Illinois has something good going for it. 
State Senator Robert Mitchler is one of those 
very rare men who can admit to a mistake and 
set about to correct it. 

He now sees no need even for those under 
the age of 21 to wear helmets since such 
precautions should be a parental 
responsibility. It is Mitchler’s opinion that, 
“If you want to go out and crack your head 
open it’s your own business.” 

Seconding this view was Illinois State 
Senator James Lukas and Illinois 
professional lobbyist Richard Lockhart. 
Lucas, one of the co-sponsors of Bill No. 263 
to repeal the helmet law, is now having a 
billboard erected advocating just that. Due to 
the absolute flood of mail they received 
Opposing it, 25 other Senators, both 
Republican and Democrats, are co-sponsoring 
No. 263.

New Arizona Motorcycle Laws 


By Matt Glover 


In Arizona alone, the number of regis- 
tered motorcycles and scooters has more 
than doubled in the past four years, The 


` rise in motorcycling accidents, injuries 


and deaths has been alarming, In order 
to combat the rise in motorcycle acci- 
dents, the 1968 state legislature made 
several changes in Arizona’s Motor 
Vehicle Laws, to become effective Jan, 1, 
1969, A three month grace period for 
compliance was allowed.As of Aprilfirst 
the new laws will be fully enforced by 
state, county and municipal police forces, 

In the past a passenger car driver’s 
license permitted the operation of motor- 
cycles as well. Now a valid motorcycle 
operator’s license is required. 

The Motor Vehicle Division has re- 
cord of 25,000 motorcycle and scooter 
registrations. This does not include the 
trail and desert bikes which are only 
ridden off the public highways. Over half 
of this number, or about 15,000, are 
registered in Maricopa County which 


' encompasses the Phoenix, Scottsdale, 


Tempe, Mesa area. 

To date only 5,000 riders have made 
applications for the tests, and the three- 
month grace period ends April first. 
This clearly indicatesan apparent apathy 
on the part of cyclists. So evidently it is 
just like the income taxpayer’s pro- 
crastination right up to the Aprilfifteenth 
deadline. 

An applicant for a license mist be 
sixteen years of age, or over. The pro- 
cedure would be to secure a Motorcycle 
Riders Guide Book, study and memorize 
it. The questions in the written exami- 
nation are based on information con- 
tained in this manual. At time of appli- 
cation a $2.50 fee will be collected. The 
applicant is entitled to three tries to pass 
the examination. There are twenty ques- 
tions, multiple choice, scored at 5 points 
each. One hundred is a perfect grade. 

After passing the exam you are ready 
for the vehicle inspection and riding 
test. The cycle must be equipped with a 
rearview mirror, seat and footrests for 
the operator. If carrying a passenger it 
must also have seat, footrests and hand- 
rail for such passenger. Handlebars can- 
not rise more than fifteen inches above 
the level of the driver’s seat or saddle, 
Every cycle must have a muffler. Horn, 
headlights, tail light, stoplight and muf- 
fler must be in good working order. 

Both operator and passenger must 
wear a Z90.1 or Snell approved helmet, 
and also wear goggles or a transparent 
face shield, unless the bike is equipped 
with a protective windshield, I have been 
especially requested by the authorities 
to advise that some cut-rate and dis- 
count stores have sold helmets as ‘‘ap- 
‘proved’’, which are not Z90.1 or Snell 
approved, and therefore are not legal. 
The state inspectors have a detailed 
printed list of helmet AAMVA approvals. 

The riding test course has a start/ 
finish line (no trophies!) and two rows 
of spaced pylons, with about ten or 
twelve feet between the rows, You are 
required to zig-zag a serpentine up one 
row of pylons, turn and come back down 
the other row in the same fashion, Then 
you must ride slowly up between the two 
rows, a balance tests. At the end you 
turn back attain a speed of twenty miles 
per hour before crossing a painted line 
where you must brake to a stop within 


thirty feet at the start/finish line. Simple 
enough and easy for the average rider, 
That’s it! 

Because of inclement weather, rain, 
snow and ice, the Prescott MVD could 
not conduct the cycle inspection and rid- 
ing tests for five successive weeks, 
Flagstaff and other northern stations 
have had even more adverse weather 
conditions, Because of this I understand 
reasonable time allowance will be made 
by the authorities in those areas. 

The Phoenix-Mesa area MVD offices 
have had a full crew of inspectors on 


special duty on Saturdays. This Saturday 
operation will be discontinued as of 
April first. Consequently all of the 
20,000 Johnny-come-latelies had better 
bone up on the manual and get your 
britches in the saddle of your motorized 
boneshaker and get legal, or else, Police, 
if so inclined, will issue only one solitary 
warning, if you should be so lucky. The 
next time — a ticket! 

Of course, I managed the real stickler 
question of reciprocity to out of state 
riders who will enter or pass through 
Arizona from states not having these 
requirements, The law is the law, and 
they will be deemed in violation and cited. 
The alternative is to pay the fine or go to 
trial to test the validity of these new 
Arizona laws, Ah, the political state and 
the lack of national uniformity! 





Oklahoma To 
Change H-Law 


House Bill 1258 was passed by the 
Oklahoma House of, Representatives, It 
would replace the existing compulsory 
helmet law, which the state attorney 
general says is unconstitutional. The new 
law would only require motorcycle rid- 
ers under 21 years of age to wear hel- 
mets at all times, City ordinances forc- 
ing helmets on riders are still being 
enforced illegally, despite the attorney 
general’s warning. Representatives say 
that the state ‘has the right to protect 
the young,” and the new law will stand 
the constitutional test, 


Rider Know-How Plan 
Stops Accidents 


With motorcycles multiplying about 
ninety times faster than cars, the time 
has come for a rider instruction program 
similar to the Driver Education pro- 
gram with automobiles, Bonanza Indus- 
tries has kicked off the first National 
Safety on Two Wheels Program. 

This program is based on the encour- 
aging fact that proper instruction in 
motorcycling has been shown to be very 
effective — so effective that accident 
rates can be lowered below those of cars. 

The motorcycle police of a very large 
city find that proper instruction has 
lowered their accident rate 36% below 
that of their patrol cars, Many people 
have ridden over a million miles without 
a scratch! The few high schools that 
teach riding report extremely low or 
non-existent motorcycle accident rates, 

Authorities believe such instruction 
would be more popular if taught as part 
of a fun-on-two- wheels group enjoyment, 

So Bonanza is offering both a safety 
instruction program by itself and infor- 
mation on how to start a riding club. And 
at a no-profit price, for instruction use, 
they offer their minibike — a half-size, 
half-weight, half-cost motorcycle for 
off-the-road fun that allows youngsters 
to develop a good grasp of riding princi- 
ples before being exposed to traffic on 
a motorcycle. 

Working with Bonanza is Mr, Al Hall, 
Managing Editor of Hot Rod magazine. 
Mr. Hall has created a safety program 
based on the best-proven teaching tech- 
niques, including those of the L.A. Police 
Department Motorcycle School. He also 
is forming two-wheel riding clubs in 


Helmet Repeal On 
Docket At Madison 


By JAMES BAXTER 

In January, ‘69, two pieces of legislation 
directly affecting Wisconsin cyclists were 
introduced into the Wisconsin State 
Assembly. One bill, No. 78, if passed, would 
eliminate the mandatory helmet wearing 
provisions for all persons over 21 years of age. 
Someone has effectively managed to keep this 
bill well hidden as most cyclists in the state 
had no knowledge of its existence until after 
the legislative hearing. 

It was introduced by Assemblyman 
Stalbaum from Waterford (Racine Area). He 
used the “if I want to break my neck, that’s 
my business” argument. The first retort from 
the safety-minded populous was, as always, 
“but your family and society are affected in a 
negative manner by your self ~ imposed 
extermination.” The Family starves, kids go 
uneducated, and the county “rest home” is 
possibly saddled with a mental vegetable. 

Sound convincing? Not really. Heart disease 
is the largest killer in this country and also 
accounting for a substantial number of deaths 
are overeating and smoking. Just try to pass a 
law limiting the calorie intake or number of 
cigarettes smoked by Mr. and Mrs. U.S. 
citizen. Sure people die from over-indulging in 
work or play, bu isn’t that our right? It costs 
our society to preserve basic freedoms; large 
savings could be realized by eliminating trial 
by jury; political elections, and censoring all 
communication media. We’ve fought wars for 
these freedoms and now we're supposed to 
surrender them in the name of safety (a term 
right in there with mom and apple pie). 

The second piece of legislation is a much 
more pleasant subject and one in which I have 
become personally involved. Nicknamed 
M.O.R.P. (Motorcycle Outdoor Recreation 
Program), this bill sets up a system for 
establishing State operated motorcycle parks 
and trails. 

Officially titled Assembly Bill 139-A, this 
legislation offers something for all riders. 
Potentials include long-distance trails in 
Northern Wisconsin, informal scrambles and 
motocross course, challenging loop trails, 
rally grounds and just a place for cyclists to 
meet and enjoy themselves.

Secret Laws Curtail 
Cycle Desert Use 


Headed by the Bureau of Land Manage- 
ment there are several groups who are 
eager to stop the use of the desert 
wheeled vehicles, and severely confine 
the motorcycle events there, (See op- 
posite page). 

Unfortunately, before anyone knew 
what was going on, ‘‘laws’’ were passed 
governing the use of the desert, but so 
far they have not been enforced. As of 
now, to throw a desert event, the spon- 
soring club must obtain a permit from 
the county office to use the land. They 
must also provide the officials with three 
copies of a detailed map showing the 
course lay-out so it may be approved. 

Another law is that following a run, 
the location must be cleaned completely, 
and the Bureau means completely, even 
to lime, markers, ribbons etc., marking 
the course, 

When the Bureau first started showing 
an interest in desert events, District 37 
endeavored to work with them by provid- 
ing information and inviting Bureau 
members to attend races and see what 
was going on out there, But the laws 
came as a surprise, 

District 37 rules are strict as to what 
a club must do when they throw a desert 
race and clubs who fall short lose all 
point runs for a year. So far this penalty 
has not been necessary because the 
desert riders love the desert asmuchas 
the conservationists do. Therefore they 
want to keep itthe way itis. The two most 
important rules are that proper sanitary 
facilities have to be provided and the pit 
and gas check areas must be left com- 
pletely clean. When the racers have gone, 
the desert looks as if they were never 
there, 

The motorcyclists have going against 
them the powerful Sierra Club which 
claims the passage of bikes over the 
desert has ‘created erosion problems, 
destroyed some varieties of desert 
shrubbery and disturbed the wild life.” 

The Bureau wants to contain racing to 
one or two areas suchas Stoddard Wells, 
having all the races thrown in that area 
alone for one year, and then seal it off, 
moving the races to another location, As 
anyone knows who rides desert, this idea 
completely defeats the idea of what desert 
riding is all about. It’s the challenge of 
riding the unknown route each week that 
brings the riders out. Not only that, the 
restricted area would soon be destroyed 
by over-use. 

Although there have been times in the 
past when the two-wheelers and four- 
wheelers have run afoul of each other, 
the four-wheeled groups are in thesame 
position we are. Not just to planned 
events will be curtailed, but all use, 
affecting the individual with his off-the 
road vehicle, 

Ata recent meeting in Sacramento all 
sides came together and the discussion 
got pretty heated. Ron Sloan, President 
of District 37 represented the AMA 
motorcyclists and made an excellent 
speech. A committee was made up of 
people from each faction to discuss the 
problems, but unfortunately each group 
seems bent on getting his piece of pie if 
he has to shoot down the others toget it. 
One jeeper told the Bureau that he con- 
siders bikes should be kept out of the 
desert because two wheels do more 
damage to the land than the jeeps and 
balloon-tired dune buggies. If we are to 
hold on to our rightful use of this land, 
this obviously isn’t the way to go, we all 
have to work together. 

The Bureau is making plans to send out 
observers to a run soon, and District 37 
will ensure that they see an excellent 
one, even to putting them in a helicopter 
if necessary so they can observe the 
race under way. 

Desert lovers must also inform their 
legislators what they think of these 
laws, and exert enough pressure to get 
them repealed before they are enforced 
and that time is now, 


Last week a reader called Cycle News, 
asking if it was true that bikes were 
banned from riding on public lands. We 
said we hadn’t heard of it, but we’d check 
it out. Calls to various desert outposts 
found that no one had heard of it there 
either, But District 37 President Ron 
Sloan confirmed the bad news. 

“The law is on the books, as of Janu- 
ary 18th,’’ Sloan admitted. One or two 
California cross-country events have al- 
ready been cancelled voluntarily by Cali- 
fornia clubs, rather than risk a show- 
down with the state Director of the 
Bureau of Land Management. Atpresent, 
the Bureau is enforcing its new ‘‘law’’ 
selectively, apparently at the whim of 
powerful cattle and conservation inter- 
ests. A northern California club was 
threatened by BLM Director J. Russel 
Penny with “a court order to shut it 
off,” because sheep on public grazing 
land in Panoche were lambing. Sheep- 
men said the bikes ‘‘would disturb our 
sheep.’ The club obligingly called off 
its event, 

«penny’s law” first appeared in the 
January 18 edition of the Federal Regis- 
ter, appended to a mining regulation, 
Its shadow of secrecy was sharply etched 
by the introductory paragraph: 


“These rules involve matters relat- 
ing to public property and are not 
required to be published as proposed 
rule making. Accordingly, these re- 
gulations shall become effective on 
the date of publication in the Feder- 
al Register.” 

If we are to believe that anti-motor- 
eycle bureaucrats can get away with 
such a hoax, it means that you cannot 
legally ride your motorcycle onany pub- 
lic land, and if you have done so since 
January 18, you have already broken 
the law! 

Readers should understand clearly that 
the sneaky law applies to every state in

the U.S.A. Idaho has already felt the 
squeeze, and after this is published we 
shall probably hear from other states 
where it is already happening. 

Translating it into plain English, the 
«jaw? under the heading OUTDOOR 
RECREATION, Operation of Motor Ve- 
hicles reads: the Bureau of Land Man- 
agement will designate sites and areas 
for the operation of motorized vehicles 
(bikes, dunebuggies, 4-wheelers) in or- 
der to isolate motor vehicles into certain 
areas of public land. Operators must 
«maintain safe speeds and drive in a 
prudent and safe manner.’’ So much for 
racing in those areas. In addition, you 
can be restricted to established roads 
and trails within the areas, and of course 
you have to use spark arresters, 

To throw an event, you have to get a 
conditional use permit from the BLM 
agent, which means you have to send in 
a request well in advance, along with a 
map or diagram in triplicate of the pro- 
posed route, and you may have to post a 
bond to insure litter clean up and re- 
moval of course markers (including 
lime?), as well as covering up tracks and 
providing insurance for riders and spec- 
tators. Few clubs could meet the stipu- 
lations of this regulation, even if it were 
loosely interpreted, 

What is more, state ordinances also 
apply, meaning, if they want to insist, 
all off-road bikes have to be street- 
legal, There's more, and it’s just as 
ridiculous. The crime of riding on pub- 
lic land can get you and your family 6 
months in jail and a $500 fine, if they 
want to get nasty about it. 

Can this really happen in America? 
The answer is NO! The ultra-conserva- 
tionists shall not get away with it, if 
America’s still the country I think it is. 
Their secret is out, now. No wonder they 
are afraid to tell the public. The so- 
called regulation is illegal by every test

time introducting legislation that would 
deliver the final blow to off-road motor- 
cycling. In a proposal submitted by Dr. 
Wm. H. Wake of California’s BLM ad-

of any landgunless they are marked for 
use by motorized vehicles, or unless 
written permission to ride there is car- 
ried by the rider, Interestingly, Dr. 
Wake’s original notes read ‘‘riding’’ but 
this has been crossed out and changed 
to ‘‘driving’’. 

He would further require thatall bikes 
be licensed and registered even if never 



























used on the street, and would make it a_ 
misdemeanor for a dealer to let a bike 
off his premises without being licensed. 

But that’s not all, Every dirt bike 
would also have to have a muffler, spark 
arrester and automatic gas shutoff “in 
case of upset,’’? And Dr. Wake ends with 
the recommendation that all persons 
riding (driving) a motorized vehicle be 
licensed and that a safety program be 
enacted prior to issuance of a license. 

Conservationists can be forgiven a 
measure of concern over the future of 
public lands. But their own studies show 
that motorcycles have caused insignifi- 
cant change on the desert in 30 years of 
racing and playing there. Their plan is 
to put us into two desolate areas, which, 
as they well know, would soon play out, 
Concentrated motorcycle usage does 
cause devegetation and erosion, But the 
way our events run now, the coursesare 
seldom used more than once a year, and 
the desert renews itself. 

Rather than isolate the motorcycles, 
the Bureau must help us maintain the 
freedom that we have now. 

Representing the AMA at the annual 
meeting of the California State Advisory 
Board’s annual meeting last month, Ron 
Sloan delivered an impassioned speech on 
behalf of de-concentration. His reason- 
ing inspired the board to appoint an ad 
hoc committee to make resolutions and 
form user groups to advise on the plan. 
So enforcement of the mickeymouse 
‘law’? will probably be sporadic until the 
committee, of which Sloan is a member, 
has had time to make its resolutions. 

Meanwhile, your publisher has con- 
tacted Secretary of the Interior Hinckle 
in Washington and advised him of the 
trick his bureaucrats are playing. We 
shall pursue this point until the perpe- 
trators of this land grab, that would kick 
5,000,000 citizens off their public land, 
are exposed and defeated. 
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MEANWHILE ... EVERYWHERE ELSE 


The compulsory helmet hassle roars 
on across the land. Although most of the 
= 50 states have passed helmet require- 
& ments, the matter is far from settled, 
The people who ought to know, the 
> motorcyclists, have made themselves 
© heard everywhere in protest of the un- 
realistic demands that they wear helmets 

at all times while riding. 

In Michigan the law was declared un- 
constitutional and the legislature follow- 
ed the decision with a new law requiring 
cyclists to carry helmets all of the time, 
If someone will develop a collapsible 
helmet which can be packed away when 
not in use, Michigan cyclists will pro- 
bably buy them. 

In Wisconsin a test case failed, The 
state supreme court heard helmets chal- 
lenged on the grounds that the law was 
overly paternalistic. Existing legislation 
was upheld as a valid exercise of the 
state’s police power. In normal English 
they said the state can force you to pro- 
tect yourself even if you don’t want tobe 
protected. What possibilities that has! 

Meanwhile the legislature argued mer- 
its of mandatory helmets only for riders 
under 21. ‘If I want to go out and break 
my neck, I ought to be able to do it.” 
Assemblyman Stalbaum, author of a bill 
to narrow the requirements to under 21, 
told the committee, A cyclist who brought 
in 3,000 signatures against required hel- 
mets said, ‘‘Sure the law has cutdown on 
accidents, no one is riding any more.” 
A Milwaukee dealer claimed that there 
are 50% fewer dealers in Wisconsin this 
year. The Governor of Wisconsin in- 
cludes mandatory wearing of seatbelts in 
autos as part of his safety package, 

In Oklahoma the Attorney General ex- 
pressed an opinion that the existing law 
requiring all cyclists to wear helmetsis 
unconstitutional, The legislature is now 
in the process of putting through a new 
law requiring helmets only on riders 
under 21, Don’t look young in Oklahoma] 
Better still, don’tlook likea rider. There 

» were plans afoot for a while in that state 
to bar cyclists off the freeways. This 
idea has been considered at times in 
several other states. It is unlikely such 
a law could ever pass court tests. 
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In Kansas, efforts to repeal the helmet 
law came to a stalemate. The bill will be 
held in committee for further study, 
probably until 1970. There were insuffi- 
cient votes to pass it out butalso insuffi- 
cient votes to kill the measure, Kansas 
cyclists testified, arguing that helmets 
reduced visability and hearing and could 
add to the hazard of riding a motorcycle 
instead of contributing to safety. So 
what else is new? 

In Maryland, mandatory helmet legi- 
lation failed to pass, along with prohibi- 
tions on carrying a passenger, require- 
ments of additional safety items and the 
prohibition of motorcycle use in Balti- 
more at certain hours. Laws were en- 
acted in this state to prohibit riding 
abreast of other vehicles, 

New York added further restrictions to 
its existant laws requiring helmets...no 
riding between lanes of traffic and regu- 
lations of lights, brakes, horn and muf- 
flers, A ‘‘lights-on’’ requirement failed 
to pass, as did a requirement that pas- 
sengers could only be carried in side- 
cars, 

Georgia failed in an attempt to add 
goggles and crash bars to helmet re- 
quirements, 

In Montana no law has been passed 
statewide. An ordinance was passed in 
the city of Billings. But it was repealed 
in the face of protests by cyclists, The 
mayor cast the tie-breaking vote. 

In Pennsylvania a bill to repeal the 
helmet law has passed the Safety Com- 
mittee and is expected to pass the legis- 
lature, The helmet law which has passed 
last year has not been enforced after 
strong opposition from cyclists. The 
Safety Committee Chairman says he 
believes the helmet law is unconstitu- 
tional. 

In Louisiana an apellate court de- 
clared the helmet law unconstitutional but 
was reversed by the state supreme court, 
Helmet requirements stand in Louisiana. 

In Massachusetts and Rhode Island, 
seldom known for their generous inter- 
pretation of human liberty, the state 
supreme courts upheld mandatory hel- 
met laws on the ground that the public 
was benefitted in relieving hospitals and 
welfare agencies of injured riders.,.and 
other motorists of out-of-control ma- 
chines, How a helmet on the rider is to 
prevent a motorcycle from going out of 
control is a matter that the supreme 


court has not explained properly as yet! 

In Nevada a helmet law is in process 
of passage by the current session of the 
legislature. Nevada cyclists are pessi- 
mistic about their chances of defeating it. 

In California the legislature has two 
helmet bills before itat the present time, 
Both have yet to make their first com- 
mittee test. This is the third year ina 
row, after two defeats, that helmet- 
minded John Foran has authored a bill 
requiring mandatory helmets in this 
state. We wish we could say “Don’t 
worry!” but we can’t. WORRY! And don’t 
just worry, write letters. 

It is customary in our country to study 
every problem but it is even more cus- 
tomary that when studying the problem 
every sort of expert should be consulted 
except those involved. (They might be 
prejudiced.) In the case of helmets we 
have not (in California), and we mustnot 
(anywhere), let them study the problem 
without us. 

Every motorcyclist in the United States 
may eventually have to presenthis views 
to his legislature, But I can guarantee 
that if that ever happens we will rid our- 
selves of laws which are unfair, inappro- 
priate, and just plain stupid. We might 
even convince someone that the real 
experts are the people who have been 
there, not those who have read a report 
or seen some statistics, 


"LIGHTS-ON’ ... or “OFF”? 


A bill is currently before the Con- 
necticut Legislature which would require 
that motorcycle lights be kept ‘‘on’’ at 
all times while in use, day as well as 
night. 

The Connecticut Motorcycle Associa- 
tion is opposing the measure, 

Many safety experts have recommend- 
ed the use of lights atall times to reduce 
the ‘‘invisibility’’ of motorcycles in 
traffic situations, There are scattered 
ordinances requiring lights already in 
existance. But lights in the daytime are 
a mixed blessing. 

The CMA quotes Lew Buchanan of the 
Motorcycle Safety Department in Wash- 
ington, D.C, ‘Riding with the motor- 
cycle headlight on during the day seems 
to have some value in making the cyclist 
more visible and thereby preventing 
accidents, It has drawbacks too, When 
the headlight is on the taillight is also, 
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Because of the relatively small differ- 
ence in brightness, during daylight, be- 
tween a motorcycle's taillight and its 
stoplight (brake light), motorists follow- 
ing the motorcycle may have difficulty in 
telling when a motorcyclist has applied 
the brake. We hope to thoroughly evalu- 
ate the effectiveness of motorcycling 
with headlights on during the day aspart 
of our motorcycle safety research pro- 
gram.” 

The National Committee on Uniform 
Traffic Laws and Ordinances has con- 
sidered this item and feels that it should 
not be a law. 

Also in Connecticut a repealer of the 
current helmet law has been introduced 
in the legislature. The CMA will be 
working very hard in support of this 
measure. One of their arguments is the 
inability of a helmeted rider to hear the 
sirens of emergency vehicles, 

The Connecticut legislature is con- 
sidering a bill requiring fenders on 
motorcycles, Again the government is 
messing with items of purely personal 
concern, as they did in the case of high- 
bars, When one considers the designs 
that the automobile industry is allowed 
to produce, one wonders how anything 
an individual cyclist could do to his bike 
could possibly be a danger to the com- 
mon welfare. 

THANK YOU, MR. MAYOR 

A law which would have required mo- 
torcycle clubs to be licensed was de- 
clared unconstitutional by Detroit Mayor 
Jerome P, Cavenaugh. 

The law, obviously designed to elimin- 
ate one-percenters, would have required 
clubs to purchase a license at $50, 
denied a license to any club if any of its 
officers had been convicted of a crime 
within the previous two years, prohibited 
a new club from operating within 500 feet 
of a residential building and revoked the 
license of a club if its members acted 
in a ““disorderly fashion”. 

After passing the ordinance the 
councilmen emphasized that they did not 
want their positions on motorcycle regu- 
lations interpreted as an attack on all 
motorcycle enthusiasts, 

The mayor said in his veto, ‘‘If motor- 
cycle clubs can exist in Detroit only by 
suffrance of city officials, there is noth- 
ing to prevent similar regulation of 
lodges, fraternal societies or other so- 
cial organizations.’’ 
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ASCOT OPENER HONORS TO HAABY,HARLEY-DAVIDSON

GARDENA, Cal., April 4 — When the first 
half-mile dirt track event of 1969 took 
place at Ascot Park last Friday night, 
it was more than just another. season 
opener, The whole atmosphere had 
changed. New AMA rules nowallow 650cc 
and 750cc overhead-valve machines to 
compete on an inch-for-inch basis with 
the 750cc side-valve Harleys, and many 
felt the change would greatly benefit 
larger capacity Triumphs, BSA’s and 
Nortons. Others, believe that only so 
much horsepower could conceivably be 
utilized, remained loyal to last year’s 
500cc equipment. 

But when it came down. for the money, 
seasoned veteran riders Dan Haaby and 
Mert Lawwili, both aboard Harleys, were 
the big winners. 

The entire program was changed to 
accommodate more new AMA rulings. 
Qualifications for Expert and Amateur 
riders were held for the first time since 
early in 1965, and Lawwill zipped around 
the well-prepared oval to fastest overall 
clocking of 22.91, only rider tobreak the 
23-second barrier, Second quickest was 
500cc BSA-mounted Shorty Seabourne 
(23.04), followed by Haaby (23.53) and 
Gene Romero on the swiftest 40-inch 
Triumph at 23.54. These four men com- 
prised the Trophy Dash, which Lawwill 
won over Seabourne and Haaby. Romero 
dropped out with cam timing problems, 
as he did in his heat race, but will un- 
doubtedly be a big threat when the 
difficulties are resolved. 

Mert and Shorty won their heat races, 
and these were run off differently, too. 
Instead of the first two going directly to 
the Main and places 3, 4 and 5 trans- 
ferring to a semi as before, only two 
10-man Expert heats took place, The first 
five finishers in each made up the Main 
Event field — no semis. 


Just one accident occurred during the 
entire racing program. Tim Harris, 
riding a 40-inch BSA, whacked the back 
straightaway fence and unloaded hard in 
his heat race. He was able to make the 
restart, however, and even managed to 
grab the final transfer spot to the Main. 

When the 15-lapper was flagged off, 
Haaby roared into the lead ahead of 
Lawwill, Seabourne, rapid first-year 
Expert Geezer Emick (500cc BSA), Jim 
Odom (H-D) and Sammy Tanner (500cc 
Royal Enfield), In the early going Mert 
challenged Dan strongly, but Haaby man- 
aged to take his Harley cohort a little 
wide in the north turn and his lead was 
never endangered thereafter, Mert set- 
tled down in second as Emi@k and Sea- 
bourne put on a good back-and-forth 
battle for third. Shorty clung stubbornly 
to the low groove while Emick took the 
high road, and not until the-tate laps did 
Seabourne finally shake off his eager 
young adversary. ii. 

Odom hung onto fifth för the entire 
distance, but the rest of the field busily 
swapped places behind him. Tanner, 
experiencing handling problems as the 
track became somewhat choppy, slipped 
to the rear, eventually pulling into the 
pits on lap 13, Eddie Wirth (650cc BSA) 
moved up to 6th ahead of Lloyd Houchins, 
also on a 40-inch Beezer, and then Ron 
Kruseman pushed his 750cc Norton past 
Houchins staying in 7th the rest of the 
way. Houchins and Harris rounded ou 
the finishers, 


Aldana Tops Amateurs 


Zooming into prominence from quali- 
fying time on, Dave Aldana did the deed 
decisively in the Amateur ranks, Clock- 
ing fastest yellow-plate time of 23.76 
(quicker than all but six Experts!), Al- 
dana wheeled his 40-inch BSA to victory 
in his heat race and the 10-lap Main 
Event as well, 

The 8-man Main was made up of the 
first four finishers in each of two pre- 
liminary events, and Aldana grabbed the 
lead .from Don Castro (650cc Triumph) 
on the second lap, never to be headed 
again. Castro maintained runnerup spot 
despite the concerted efforts of heatrace 
winner Frank Gillespie, also on a 40- 
inch Triumph, while Terry Donaher 
moved up to take fourth on a 500cc 
Velocette. 

Two-stroke fans were disappointed 
when Keith Mashburn’s 350cc Yamaha 
seized in his heat race, but he’ll be back... 


Neat New Novices 
An exciting field of new Novice class 
riders turned out, and they supplied 
some of the closest racing of the even- 
ing, Fighting hard through four elimina-

tion events and two heats for positions in 
the 10-man final, the newcomers dis- 
played real professionalism — reflecting 
much experience and preparation in the 
sporting ranks. 

Freddie Edwards (Yamaha) and Rick 
Talbot (H-D) took the last two elimina- 
tion heats, serving notice of their Main 
Event intentions, But it was Suzuki- 
mounted Don Emde, son of former rac- 
ing great Floyd Emde, who pulled off the 
big one. Moving through the field with 
style and skill, Don snagged the leaf 
from Edwards on the last turn of the last 
lap, and brought the crowd to their feet, 
cheering.

Post-Race Postcript 


It was interesting to note thatalthough 
rear brakes are now optional for all 
forms of oval track racing — and some 
bikes did have them installed — nobody 
bothered to use them, 

Another AMA rule for ‘69, this one 
regarding purse structure, was person- 
ally modified by promoter J.C, Agajan- 
ian, Though sanctioned as a 4-Star $900 
event, in which money is paid only to the 
first four finishers in heats and Mains, 
Aggie decided to add overage tothe kitty, 
thus giving more incentive to everyone— 
especially those running farther back in 
the pack. Up to a total gross of $5000, 
32% of the gates goes into the pot for all 
Main Eventers, and if the crowdsare big 
enough to bring in over five grand, the 
percentage is raised to 40%. Since no 
provisions are made for Trophy Dash 
money in the standard payoff, the first 
$50 of overage money is divided among 
the Dash runners, 

Whether the riders make a bundle or 
struggle to break even is now strictly up 
to the fans. A big turnout means a big 
purse — and admission prices have been 
lowered from last season to make it 
more feasible to bring the whole family. 
Fifty-cent discount passes are available 
in every issue of Cycle News, and initial- 
ed business cards from any authorized 
motorcycle dealer are also good for 50 
cents off the regular $3.00 tab. 

The competition is top notch, the 
equipment is new and interesting, the ‘69 
Ascot season shows great promise, so 
+. LET’S GO RACING!

Ron Nelson and John DeSoto, thefore- 
runners of what is destined to become a 
giant U.S, team effort in international 
motocross (see Voices), rode their first 
foreign event Sunday, March 30th, Nel- 
son finished 10th in. the 500cc senior 
(expert) class despite falling off in all 
three motos, 

It was the best placing any American 
has ever achieved against Europe’s best 
on their own home ground, Jovart, Bel- 
gium, 

Ron got up to score 10th, 12thand 15th 
in his races for a 10th overall tally. The 
winner was Dave Nichol on a BSA Works 
machine, Second was Andy Lee on a 
Weslake/Metisse and Sten Lundin, for- 
mer world champion, was third on a 
Monark.

SALINAS, Calif. March 23 was anenjoy- 
able day for the Salinas Ramblers M,C, 
and for the spectators and riders, Weath- 
er was actually sunny and warm for the 
entire day, and the track had finally 
started to dry out for the first time since 
the winter rains. There was the usual 
turnout of 200 plus riders and more than 
1000° spectators, Riders were really 
motating around the sandy course thanks 
to the improved track. This greater speed 
probably accounted for the large number 
of injuries at the event. At the endof the 
day, the tally was three broken legs and 
one local rider came up with a busted 
pelvis and internal injuries. 

The Open Expert Main was by far the 
most interesting event in a long time, 
because 375 experts were dumped into 
the class, making for an interesting race. 
Ray Clausen (Mai) did a superb job of 
riding, taking a come from behind win, 
his third straight. The top four finishers 
in the class were riding machines under 
500cc, quite a feat ona horsepower track, 

Ridge Runner M,C, member Don Chis- 
holm took his second straight win at the 
sand track but not without a tough battle 
from Jim Booth(Mai). Chisholm may find 
winning a lot easier when he switches 
from his old bike to a new Maico. 

The pre-race favorite for the 500 
Expert class was Scot Diffenbaugh, win- 
ner of the last two mains at Salinas, The 
track had been graded just before the 


250 experts went out, providing them with 
a fast and smooth surface, Diffenbaugh 
bombed off the line in the main, and as 
usual, he was in the lead, However, ex- 
pert Gene Connant came up to challenge 
Scot on the first lap. Connant was fairly 
intent on winning because for three laps 
he looked more like Scotty’s shadow than 
himself. Scot went on to win his third 
straight main, because on lap three, 
Connant failed to come down from the top 
of the hill, A very close race while it 
lasted. 

The 250 Amateur class could be 
summed up in one word — mayhem! I 
have never seen so many crashes, 
totalled bikes, and broken legs, as on this 
Sunday. Had the heat races continued to 
run, the rest of the day, there might 
have been no 250 Amateurs left to ride in 
them, for they would have killed them- 
selves all off. The first turn on the start 
of the main event looked like a pile-up 
on either the freeway. Body count was 
about 9 down in the first turn. Fortunate- 
ly nobody was hurt in this pile-up and 
Jon Ogilvie managed to survive the day's 
events to win his class, Kirk Brelsford 
followed in second, with Dave Harrison 
in third, 

Len Garcia of Hollister pulled off the 
win in the 200 Amateur class ahead of 
second place man, John Brown (Hon.). 
Brown rode a fine race in the main con- 
sidering the nasty spill he had taken in 
the heat.

ORANGE, Calif., March 23— The mini- 
bike races at Saddleback Park was an 
event you couldn’t take seriously, but it 
was nonetheless great fun, Everything 
was there you would find in a regular 
motorcycle event, only scaled down. 

The kids were grouped according to 
age, from six years old on up, and engine 
size from one horsepower to unlimited, 

The Lilliputian riders had to wait 
around for disorganized officials to run 
them off just like the real thing. The 
promoters had had the not-so-small 
problem of cutting out a new 1/8-mile 
course at 5 a.m. that morning because 
of last week’s rain washing out the 
regular track, 

The budding hotshoes all raced three 
times in motocross fashion. Points were 
awarded to each rider according to how 
he placed in each moto, then the total 
tallied up at the end of the day for 
final standings. 

There were a few spills, but then they 
were the small scale version. The kids 
didn’t come anywhere near getting hurt, 

In fact, the only group of racers that 
looked like they could get into trouble 
were the moms and sisters in the Powder 
Puff. But they took their rides on the 
tricky handling little bikes slowand care- 
ful, much to the exasperation of their 
sons and kid brothers, now experienced 
mini-pros, who had to sit through this 
“goshdarn girl stuff’’ before zooming out 
onto the track again, 

Ed Newcomb rode two machines spon- 
sored by Lou Colombo, owner of a 
lawnmower and mini-bike shop in Costa 
Mesa, Lou made available a 3 hp Taco 
and a 5 hp Rupp that Ed put to good use 
by winning his two classes in the 9 to 11 
age group. The larger machine, an XL- 
500 Rupp, sported sophisticated front 
and rear suspension and disc brakes on 
both wheels. 


Blanton’s engine is an extremely 
healthy 6.1 cubic inch (circa 100cc) 
McCulloch two-stroke with a mean look- 
ing pair of carburetors on a Y-manifold, 
and it runs on fuel, Jack is an ex-go 
kart man and, because he gets too in- 
volved in the costly, never-ending possi- 
bilities of how to get an extra ounce of 
push from a small competition engine, 
has switched to mini-bikes, “They're 
just as much fun as go karts, but not 
nearly as expensive,’’ 

As an indication of Jack’s talents, his 
mini-bike engine, when in a kart, reach- 
ed 133 mph one time at Riverside. Mercy! 

Being over fourteen and riding Jack’s 
hairy piece of machinery, young Mike 
was entered in the open class, 

To an objective observer (e.g., one 
who did not have his boy racing in one 
of the other classifications), the open- 
age, unlimited horsepower class was the 
most interesting bunch thrashing about 
on the miniature TT scrambles course. 

In the big boy’s class (besides Payse 
and another young jockey hauling a gas 
tank full of alcohol) were a couple of 
(what else?) Honda scooters, One wasan 
overbored and appropriately tuned entry 
from Maywood Honda, ridden by that 
dealership’s service manager, Greg 
Kearney.

Flutter it microscopically did and off 
they flew. And lo and behold, it was a 
stock 5 hp Briggs & Stratton nestled 
within a garage built-looking frame that 
beat the hot machinery to the first turn, 
that took the race, that took all three 
races, that came out first overall, that 
won the day in true Tom Swiftian style, 

Ladies and gentlemen, that redoubt- 
able little-big race winner was a Powell 
Trail Scooter. Yes, dad, a machine from 
the same scooter people that built the 
two and three-wheeled paper route con- 
veyances you or your youngest uncle 
utilized many years ago to earn marble 
and gas airplane money, 

The Powell brothers are still in busi- 
ness and have recently turned their 
talents to turning out small, off-the-road 
two wheelers, Good ones. Their machine 
that raced Sunday was an honest-to-God 
factory entry ridden by Allen Powell, 
age 18, heir to the firm that developed 
and manufactured what he rode that day, 

Powell the’ younger is quick to admit 
he is not experienced in organized rac- 
ing of any kind, but the young man did an 
excellent job of getting the most perfor- 
mance out of a piece of machinery that 
appears to be extremely prosaic on the 
surface, However the Powell trail scoot- 
er is surprisingly well executed once 
you take a close-up look at it, 

The main thing we noticed was the un- 
fancy power plant, It appeared box stock 
and sounded same. The only visible 
change was to remove the forestry- 
approved, centrifugal spark arrester and 
replace it, with a rinky-dink exhaust 
chamber. This couldn’t have helped per- 
formance too much, And that seemed to 
be it for the engine department. 

For the rest it has big, fat tires of a 
suitable tread design that can takeagrip 
and hold it, The front end seems to be 
raked out adequately (more so than any 
other stock machine), and comes with a 
wopping four inches of front fork travel. 

It also has a wheelbase longer than 
any other micro-racer, which certainly 
helped Allen get around the shifty cor- 
ners without going on his head, 

It has a comparatively long set of 
swinging arms and two heavy-duty 
springs, one inside the other, that are 
located near the swinging arm pivot, 
This provides a crude but effective rear 
suspension set-up. 

That seemed to be the secret, Allen 
was able to keep at least a minimal 
amount of power to the rear wheel at all 
times while the more fiercely tuned ma- 
chines hopped, skipped and jumped with 
their rigid rear ends,

After a dusty first loop, 
Friant still led it through the pits, with 
Patrick running second, The pitting area 
consisted of a dusty fire road with the 
pits on each side, and most of the riders 
had to slow down to third gear in order 
to see through the dust, 

Patrick was able to take over the lead 
on the second loop, and came in first at 
the end of loop three with a winning time 
of two hours and fifteen minutes. James 
Martino, #11 on a 360 Husky, moved into 
second spot when Friant fouled a plug. 
Friant, who was able to get going again, 
took third. Steve Kirk, #2, came in fourth 
on a 860 Montesa, followed by Jack 
Byers, #4 on a beautifully-prepared 
Rickman/Westlake BSA Single. Pushing 
hard was John Coots, #64 on a Rickman 
Triumph, He was awarded First Open 
Class for his efforts. 

Amateur and Novice class results 
were still unavailable at press time. 


Trail Bikes — H-D Versus Hodaka 

The trail bikes were to go all the way 
on this 105-mile course, as the sponsor- 
ing club commented, ‘‘They have been 
asking for a long one, and now they have 
it’ At the smoke, sixteen-year-old Wes 
Anderson Jr., #2 on a Harley-Davidson, 
had a twenty-foot lead over Jack Morgan, 
#1. After the first loop, Anderson was 
still the leader, with Morgan holding 


tight in second, Running third was Jeff 
Wright, #15 on an S.S, Hodaka, followed 
by Gene Cannady, #42 on a Hodaka. 

On the second loop, Morgan had taken 
command of the lead and had spread his 
margin out to two minutes over Ander- 
son, Wright was still third and Dean 
Goldsmith, #24 on another H-D., had 
moved up to fourth spot, 

On the third and final dusty loop Mor- 
gan came in for the win, running twenty- 
fifth overall with the big bikes. Anderson 
was second, Wright was third, and Danny 
Hockie, #P17, moved in to take fourth, 

Goldsmith and L, Mulock, #22 on a 
Sachs, came in wheel-to-wheel for a 
fifth-place tie (it was hard to tell where 
the finish line was), J. Spencer, #48, took 
First Amateur on a Penton, and L. 
Harrington, #112, ‘was First Novice in 
on a Sachs, 

Most of the riders agreed that it was 
good to get back in the desert after the 
“Mint 400’ where cars are preferred 
and the bike riders are liable to get run 
off the trail. John Coots had been cut off 
by a four-wheeler at this event, but got 
up again to take ninth. Then there is the 
Viewfinders Grand Prix, where they put 
206 novice riders into a ten-foot-wide 
muddy corner and expect everything to 
come out O.K. (there should be a maxi- 
mum entry set on this type of course). 

Oh yes, and we had our little tech 
check in the desert, just like at Daytona. 
A couple of Harley-Davidson trail bikes 
were protested, torn down after the race 
and found legal. This is good, as it 
should make any new riders think twice 
about entering one of those new 125's, 


and it is going to be done on a regular 


basis.

BSA 3 NOW WORLD’s FASTEST 


The world’s fastest stock motorcycle is the BSA Rocket 3, sub- 
ject to AMA confirmation of records set last week on Daytona Speed- 
way. As this is being written, Yvon Duhamel is rocketing around the 
Daytona road course in pursuit of yet another record for the Rocket 3, 
for two hours at sustained top speed. 

So far the records include 5 miles at 127.949 mph, 10 miles at 
127.463 mph, 15 miles at 127.397, 20 at 127.338, 25 at 127.305, 50

While Duhamel was blazing on his 
record runs, Dick Mann on another 
Rocket seta 100 mile record at 125.993 
and a 150 mile mark of 125.720. At 125 
mph, just past the 150 mile marker, 
Mann’s rear tire exploded. Track tem- 
perature was 112 to 118 degrees, so it 
was decided to switch to Dunlop racing 
tires for safety. 

All the record speeds are averages, 
including pit stops and stops for changing

BLUE WASH, Arizona, March 23, 1969, 
Friends, Romans, motodelics! Seventy- 
nine entrants, to run in six classes to- 
day, 125, 250 and Open; stock and modi- 
fied. The course layout and distance is 
the same as the last event, only today, 
thanks to the weather, the gravel and 
sand is looser, or deeper, than usual, 
but not as moist, There is a contingent 
of fifteen competitive riders from Tuc- 
son, and a representative group from the 
snowy hills of Prescott and Flagstaff, 
thoroughly enjoying T-shirt warmth and 
sunshine. 

Both 125 classes run four laps, andall 
others storm around for seven. No split 
start today. They’re off en masse! Manny, 
the starter, is either a brave man or he 
hasn’t any sense. With flag in hand he 
stood in the middle of the loose gravel 
wash and dropped the flag for the start. 
Then he ran, sprinted (hey, get outa 
there!) flat out for the refuge of the bank 
as the scrimmage line of bikes snarled 
at his flank, He just made it! Whew!! 

Jim Halford (Yam) died on the line. 
That was the whole scene for him. Tom 
Sasser (Husq) who was second overall, 
and first Open bike last time, got out of 
shape and lost valuable minutes getting 
re-aligned and re-started, but ran hard 
all the way. He’s a real competitor. 

The 125 classes had Findlay’s Penton 
piddler, Marble’s nibbler and various 
other tiddlers also ran, Findlay (Pen) 
started well, ran eleventh and twelfth 
overall, winning the class handily, Mar- 
ble (Bul) started away back, had to work 
up, finishing second in class and fifteenth 
overall at four laps end, The others 
were farther back, 

Up amongst the very front runners 
there were two separate races, Brian 
Ross (Duc) and Byron. Boaz (Yam); and 
then Welch (Suz) and ol’ sarge Sturdevant 
(Yam), These two pair were at it all day 
long. In the February Blue Wash moto 
Brian broke a chain in the second lap 
while dicing with Byron outfront. Finish! 
The January event before that he was 
leading in the third lap, just ahead of 
Byron, when he dumped it bending the 
front wheel and suspension, Finis, again! 
Today, Brian made no bobbles, and, de 
chain bones is all connected to de link 
bones, So, go man, go! 

Boaz led Ross by a tail feather for two 
laps. Ross slightly ahead in the third, 
then Boaz in the fourth, It takes maneu- 
verability on the trail up on top, but the 
couple miles of wash is flat out charging.

These two were either almost tied to- 
gether in tow, or blasting down the wash 
side by side. They were gaining a minute 
a lap on the rest of the field. On the fifth 
lap Ross opened it up a bit when Boaz 
took on fuel and drink, but on the sixth 
lap they were tied together once more. 
Boaz the rider wasn’t giving up, but his 
250 was out-hauled in the last lap by 
Ross’ 350, who won in two hours flat, a 
minute ahead of Boaz who was second 
overall and first 250. 

Welch (Suz) and Sturdevant (Yam) diced 
the same way all through the race. On 
the second and fourth laps Lechte (CZ) 
managed to sandwich between them. At 
the end of the sixth lap it was a photo 
finish at the white flag, but Welch came 
on to best the Sarge, and Lechte took 
fifth overall. 

Snodgrass (Gre) rode the most pro- 
gressively of all, not even being in the 
first twenty on lap one, He came up to 
fifteenth on lap two, twelfth in the third, 
and finished sixth overall, being hotly 
pursued by Boaz (Yam) who consistently 
ran in the top ten, and made seventh 
overall. This lad bears watching. All the 
foregoing were modifieds, Chrisman 
(Bul) was the first stock finisher and 
eighth overall, having worked up from 
as far back as thirteenth. 

It is interesting to note that Dawson 
(Suz), second Open modified, finished 
ninth overall behind seven 250’s, Pro- 
fessor D’Aquin (Gre) eighteenth at lap 
two steadily worked up through the field 
to finish tenth overall, and second 250 
stock, Kridebaugh (Hon) third Open mod- 
ified, ran sixth and seventh overall for 
four laps and finished fourteenth overall. 

Please note that there were no Open 
stock machines in the results, I should 
have entered my Czechoslovakian 350 
*‘Chuligan’’, strictly stock, of course 
(you better believe it), and taken that 
first place trophy away from ol’ Ron 
Dorsey. How about that?

BIKER AMONG 
TOP ATHLETES

Ron Bolling, who moved from Eureka 
last August, has been nominated for the 
Northwestern California Athlete of the 
Year Award. This year’s ceremonies 
will be M.C-ed by Hiesman Trophy 
winner O,J.. Simpson, Athletes of all 
kinds are among the twelve finalists but 
this is the first time a motorcyclist 
has been selected. 

Ron came to this area in 1960 from 
Pound, Virginia, settled in the Willow 
Creek area and worked as a timber 
faller, In 1963 he bought his first ma- 
chine, joined the Trinity Trailsters M,C. 
and decided to try racing. 

In one year his 250 Honda and a lot of 
talent, took him from Amateur to Ex- 
pert, Ron quit the woods to manage the 
Kiser Brothers shop in Willow Creek. 
In June of 1967 the shop was completely 
destroyed by fire, taking Ron’s four 
years collection of trophies -— 150 of 
them. The shop was then moved to 
Eureka and Ron kept racing. On one 
occasion Bolling drove by himself to 
Boise, „Idaho, a 1500-mile round trip, 
unloaded his machine on Saturday and 
won his heat (two seconds under the 
track Novice record. On Sunday he took 
the Trophy Dash and the Main for his 
division. 

During last year Bolling entered 40 
races collecting 22 firsts, eights sec- 
onds, and five thirds, Including a firstin 
the Open and a second in the 250, The 
year before, Ron owned both titles. 

Ron is now managing Kiser Bros. 
shop in Stockton, Calif. and has gone 
professional. He has built three differ- 
ent machines for all types of dirt racing 
and plans on entering as many races 
as he can, 





Meet The Champ 


BARRY BRIGGS — four-times World 
Champion and universally recognized as 
the greatest speedway rider of all time 
— is to spearhead the speedway revival 
in America, where interest in the sport 
is growing daily. Briggs(a New Zealand- 
er by birth who has spent almost his 
entire racing career in Britain) is hoping 
to pave the way for America’s re-entry 
to speedway as a major power. Meetings 
are being set up with important figures 
on the U.S, motorcycle scene witha view 
to the launching of competitive team and 
individual events early in 1969, He is 
also planning to investigate the possible 
opening of several new tracks on a 
nationwide basis. 

The U.S.A, was a dominating force on 
the world speedway scene in the immedi- 
ate pre-war years. The celebrated Jack 
Milne won the World title, and other 
well-remembered U.S, star included 
Cordy Milne.and Wilbur Lamoreaux, All 
three men raced regularly in Britain, but 
apart from Pee Wee Cullum and the late 
Ernie Roccio, America hasn’t been re- 
presented on the British tracks(or in the 
World Championship) for many years, 
Little or no news concerning speedway 
activity in America in the sixties has 
filtered into Britain — until this year, 
that is. 

‘Right now, however, it does seem 
that speedway is on the upgrade again in 
the States’’, says Barry. “There are 
several old tracks virtually ready for 
re-opening, and any number of newsites 
that are crying out for development. 
America has always been interested in 
speed sports and I’m convinced that, 
properly organized, speedway could be 
tremendously big in the U.S. again, The 
enthusiasm among young motorcyclists 
is unmistakable, and there’s no reason 
why America shouldn’t — in time — take 
its place alongside the major speedway 
powers.,.Great Britain, Sweden, Poland, 
U.S.S.R., Australia, New Zealand, Nor- 
way and Czechoslovakia,” 

If any man can put the sport back on 
its feet again in a big way, that man is 
Barry Briggs. At 32, his enthusiasm is 
still as great as when he took his first 
faltering ride around the Christchurch 
(New Zealand) circuitbackin 1952. Proof 
of his dedication to the sport is the fact 
that he has wound up the 1968 British 
season after riding for seven months 
under the strain of (a) a cracked left 
knee cap; (b) a broken right thumb and 
fractured wrist; and (c)a near-fatal dose 


of septicaemia, an advanced form of 
blood poisoning resulting from a crash 
in Sweden. Yet despite his injuries, 


Briggs won titles galore in 1968, includ-

ing the British ‘Laurels’ and runner-up 
spot in the World Championship Final in 
Sweden, In front of 75,000 cheering fans 
he also led Great Britain to victory in the 
World Team Cup Final at the world- 
famous Wembley Stadium in September. 

There isn’t a major title thathehasn’t 
won at some time or other in his illus- 
trious 16-year speedway career, Apart 
from his four World title successes, he 
has also won the national titles in Bri-

tain (five times), Norway, Poland, Aus- 
tralia, Ireland, South Africa, West Ger- 
many, Czechoslovakia, Austria, Den- 
mark, Scotland, Wales and Holland, It’s 
worth noting, too, that he hasn’t been out 
of the first five in the World Champion- 
ship Final since 1952! 

In Britain, he led the Swindon Robins to 
the British League title in 1967 and the 
current holder of the Golden Helmet and 
Silver Sash Individual Match Race titles. 
Some idea of his fantastic popularity can 
be gauged by the fact that he has twice 
finished runner-up in BBC Television’s 
“Sports Personality Of The Year” Poll. 
On the first occasion, he was beaten only 
by Mary Rand, winner of three Olympic 
medals; and the next time round, it was 
Bobby Moore, captain of Britain’s World 
Cup-winning soccer team, who just edged 
Briggs out of first place, 

Speedway is currently Britain’s second 
biggest spectator sport, and Briggs com- 
petes in over 120 meets (with as many 
as eight races a night) over a seven- 
month period each year. On the continent, 
he is a star attraction at the 1,000- 
metre grass and sand tracks — compar- 
able to the American half-mile circuits, 
In every respect, he is a master all- 
round motorcyclist — equally at home at 
scrambling, grass tracking and trialsas 
well as speedway. 

Briggs has been campaigning with 
mixed success on a 250cc BSA Starfire 
in this country, He was one of the fast 
qualifiers at the Houston Short Track 
National in February and on March 20th 
won all his races including the final at 
the Daytona Short Track, His BSA speed- 
way rig is built and tuned by Milne Bros, 
in Pasadena.

A total of 135 riders entered the day’s 
competition located in a section of the 
badlands approximately 2 miles south of 
Beaumont, California March 16. 

The name’s the same but the game has 
changed. This briefly describes the situ- 
ation at the Lamb Canyon Trials staged 
by the Southern California Trials Asso- 
ciation. Malcolm Smith, noted motocross 
and desert racer, as well as Silver and 
Gold Medalist in the ISDT in Europe, 
rode his first English Trials, Malcolm 
scored a very good win in the expert 
class with a loss of only 23 marks. 

Smith, riding a Bultaco Sherpa es

The Viewfinders M.C. were very much 
in evidence for the hillclimb scene at 
Saddleback Park, 

The plot, which was more a set-up for 
the future series than a story, concerns 
a rider-reporter for a San Francisco 
(Frisco! What’s that mean?) newspaper 
who hangs up the straight life after the 
unexplained suicide of a friend and an 
argument with a strikingly insensitive 
managing editor and rides away on his 
Harley in search of himself and the real 
meaning of life, 

In this episode there is a girl, of 
course, who is running away from a 
wedding (her own) in a “borrowed” car. 
They meet when she dumps him inches 
from a several hundred footdrop into the 
ocean, and after the arrival of the heat, 
she decides riding with him is better 
than nothing. 

The remainder of the film is spent in 
riding and being in a manner reminis- 
cent of the pastoral happening of ‘‘Hell’s 
Angels on Wheels’’, (Groovin’ But With 
Nowhere to Go) which remains the most 
pleasant section of the previous motor- 
cycle movies, 

The wordlessness, which is as definite 
a technique as dialog, is a refreshing 
escape from a world which often seems 
in danger of being inundated by verbal 
communication. Bronson’s explicit quest 
is for a world not defined by words 
(“wear a clean shirt, cut your hair, 
come in on time, sit at that desk and 
write like everyone else...or you’re 
out!”) His rebellion is aginst the mean- 
ingless verbiage which obscures and 
disguises reality, 

Bronson’s girl-friends are likely to 
find love affairs difficult with a man who

ORANGE, Calif., March 30, 1969 — With 
sunny skies and a cooling ocean breeze, 
Saddleback Park played hosttoprecision 
riders in the first of three scheduled 
Trials to be held in the motorcycle 
playground. 

Sign-up over, the Trialers got down to 
the serious business of competition. 
Perhaps serious is the wrong word for in 
every Trials held by the Southern Calif, 
Trials Assn. fun is the primary goal, 
and for this reason a light-hearted mood 
prevails. 

All riders were required to ride three 
Japs around the approximately 5 mile 
course. Along the course were 7 Ama- 
teur and 7 more difficult Expert/Master 
sections, There was still an abundance 
of mud in several of the traps as well as 
the regular variety of obstacles, Per- 
haps one of the best things about English 
Trials is that no track preparation is 
needed, Any area that would be looked 
upon coldy by most competition riders 
will delight a Trialer no end. 

Some of these really beautiful natural 
sections were Amateur Trap #2, which 
had you enter by dropping off an em- 
pankment, An immediate 90 degree right 
turn and down a mud filled gully with a 
easy right turn before an extremely 
difficult left in a foot of the gooiest mud 
possible. Then, to make things even 
worse you had to climb a gentle slope of 
slippery clay to clear the exit. Several 
riders had the misfortune of making it 
to this little hill, then dabbing. 

With tires filled with mud, traction 
was next to impossible, except to those 
who knew the secret, This was climbing 
out with the engine just doing a tick- 
over to keep the rear wheel from break- 
ing traction. 

Section #9 for the E/M’s, was a real 
‘natural’. It consisted of the three-foot 
drop into mud, thenbefore the rear wheel 
was down, the front end was climbing up 
a 3-1/2 foot near vertical rock wall, hit 
the power quick, and as the wheel crest- 
ed, back off just enough to keep that front 
end as close to earth as possible. Too 
much power and your bike might be sit- 
ting on you instead of the other way 
around, Too little power and the frame 
center-punched the rock wall and you 
stopped dead. Making it over you were 
still faced with a run up a wet, rock- 
filled gully with a tight left and a tight 
right before a really tricky exit con- 
sisting of a deep mud hole and a two-foot 
ledge to jump. Most riders left this sec- 
tion babbling incoherently or shaking 
their heads in disbelief. 

Trap #13 would have been a good one 
for those to see who think that English 
Trials is all slow and no go. Avery steep 
hili with increasing gradient, it had tobe 
attacked flat out in third gear.As the hill 
crested, you had to back off and make a 
90-degree rightand cross the off-camber 
section to make the “ends”, 

Top Master for the day was Jack Ward 
riding a Bultaco Sherpa T. Jack sheared 
a clutch key on the first lap and had to 
push the bike up hill for nearly 1/2 mile 
before he could coast down to make re- 
pairs. Losing nearly an hour, he made 
do and finished the day dropping only 37 
points, 
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Amateur Bill Batzioff (Cotton) tightropes It through Trap Number One. 


Second place was taken by Gary Davis, 
and his Greeves with 41 marks against. 
Tom Stowers (Greeves) and Gene Lindley 
(Montesa) both had dropped 42 points, 
but Stowers took third place honors by 
having cleaned seven sections to Lind- 
ley’s six. 

First-time Expert, John Brewer on a 
Cotton, topped Bultaco mounted Kevin 
Walker, and Honda riding Geoff Ham- 
mond nailed down third. 

The Amateur lightweight found another 
of those tie-breaking rideoff this class 
has become so famous for lately. Cotton 
riding Bill Batzloff and Sprite mounted 
John Schulz both had to ride the Expert/ 
Master section #14, backwards twice. 
Batzloff rode first and dabbed just at the 
exit, while Schulz found himself dropping 
three marks the first time through. On 
the second pass Schulz did a remarkable 
job crossing a log in the section but as 
he attempted to climb the tricky hill at 


the exit, the Sprite dug in and came over, 
landing upside down in the bottom of the 
gully. This gave the victory to Batzloff 
put just for fun he tried ita second time 
and just as his front axle cleared the 
end the bike stalled and died, This win 
cost Bill his Amateur standing for he 
earned enough points to transfer himself 
to the Expert class. 

The Amateur Ultra-lightweights had 
Hodakas ridden by Bob Riggs and Dean 
Klippert in for first and second respec- 
tively, while Donn Stewart on a Honda 
captured third. 

Dee Dee Earl on a Hodaka took first 
women’s, with Edna Evans second on a 
Bultaco, Doreen Portner rode her Honda 
90 to a third. 

Amongst the kids, Greg Lersch was 
first, Martin Belair took second and 
Scott Montgomery was third, all riding 
Hodakas.
